(This is our answer to, not only 
one, but to all men who entertain 
the idea that we are indifferent to 
the opinions of fellow Christians.) 


“But sanctify the Lord God in your 
hearts: and be ye ready always to give 
an answer to every man that asketh you 
a reason of the hope that is in you with 
meekness and fear,” 1 Peter 3:15. 


Dear Reverend—, you paint a strange 
picture of the Church of God and its 
ministers when you refer to it and them 
as a movement indifferent to the opin- 
ions of fellow Christians—not only a 
strange picture, but a serious charge, so 
serious as to cause me by the grace and 
help of God to give you an answer. With 
reference to the statement that the 
Church of God is indifferent to the opin- 
ions of fellow Christians, I insist on 
the contrary, for I know of no Christian 
movement that craves agreement with 
fellow Christians more than the Church 
of God ministry, nor do I know of any 
who more ‘highly esteem their applause 
and good will. It seems that we are 
tempted to cater toward popularity more 
than any people I know of. No people are 
more adverse to going against the tide 
of public opinion, for it is the hard way; 
and like all other men, our natural man 
would have it the easy way. But there are 
other considerations. 


I remember one Pontius Pilate who 
pleased the crowd, had respect to the 
opinions of the angry mob, instead of 
exercising his will power in harmony 
with his judgment and his convictions. 
Let them slay their best friend! He went 
the easy way and was able to hold his 
political post. He was a smart politician, 
but at the same time, a dirty coward. No 
honest heart admires 


today. 


I read again of one, Simon Peter, a 
fisherman, who, when pressure was 
brought to bear to force him into an 
agreement, declared that we ought to 
please God rather than men. He took the 
way of the cross. They tell me that he 
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or respects him. 


lost his life rather than to surrender his 
convictions. But all honest hearts admire 
him. 

There was Christopher Columbus, the 
majority of whose sailors demanded that 
he turn back. Nevertheless, he pressed on. 
His was a hard voyage. He was not pop- 
ular with the crew; yet he discovered 
the “garden spot of the world,” America. 

Dear brother, call to mind Moses, who 
chose to suffer affliction with the people 
of God, leading God’s people, rather than 
to enjoy the pleasures of sin for a season. 
He chose a tent rather than Pharaoh’s 
palace for a dwelling. He preferred to be 
a pilgrim with those who chose to go 
God’s way rather than to sacrifice his 
convictions, settle down in Egypt, and be 
popular with his fellow schoolmates. His 
was the hard way, and he died in the 
wilderness, but he died on the mountain, 
and stands at the peak as a lawgiver and 
leader. Even his critics admire him. 

Have you ever read of the Man who 
said to His fellow countrymen, (the re- 
ligious zealots and leaders of his day), 
“Your fathers stoned the prophets, and 
ye build monuments to them”? This 
Man set His face like a flint. He was on 
no vacation. His was a hard way. He 
knew it before He chose it. It led to a 
mock trial, the condemnation on the 
testimony of false witnesses and by a 
crooked court. He died upon the instru- 
ments of the slave’s torture. Popular 
opinion rushed up with a last-minute 
proposition which suggested that the 
going would be much easier if He would 
only take time out to consider the opin- 
ion of other religionists, (the Pharisees 
and the Sadducees) and come down and 
reach an agreement with them; but He 
knew the will of His Father, and that 
He came to do. 

Dear brother, it is no trouble for us 
to find the will of God, but it takes 
self-denial, consecration, and courage to 
travel therein; and even though it causes 
our outward man to perish, the Church 
of God ministers and laymen have set 
their hearts to go through. Our aim and 
prayer is to read God’s Word and let it 
speak for us, pray to Him for right un- 
derstanding of it and for courage to 
stand for the convictions which it pro- 
duces. This we consider our duty, and 
by performing our duty as we see it, 
we serve our fellow Christians and our 
fellowmen best. One who is created in 
the image of God ought to look at life 
this way. 

In the Bible you can see the light in 
which God would have men to walk, 
and you will find that both true prophet 
and priest urged the people to a life of 
courage; yes, courage enough to be on 
the square with God and man, to face 
friend and foe alike! But, my brother, 
from what I have gleaned from the opin- 





ions of the modern religionists, it seems 
that there is a people who are trained 
in the art of ducking, dodging, squirm- 
ing, and hiding behind a religious pro- 
fession with no blood-bought Holy Ghost 
possession, getting through this life like 
a serpent gets through the grass. My 
friend, we are not indifferent to these 
opinions; but we just cannot compro- 
mise. We would feel meaner than the 
snake looks, were we to try to slip 
along, agreeing with popular opinion 
when it travels contrary to the Word of 


God. 


Patrick Henry said that he had no 
light to guide him save the light of the 
past, then requested, if there was any 
other light, that his hearers please tell 
him where to find it. The Bible is the 
only light that we have on the Church 
and the course which the Church is to 
pursue. We are praying for no other 
light but rather for wisdom and power 
that we may understand and be able to 
walk in that light. Please do not think 
that we are ignorant of the easy way. 
Do not think that we are so dumb and 
so blind that the easy way is hid to us. 
The majority of us traveled therein until 
we saw that instead of preparing for the 
kingdom we were almost at the end of 
the broad way that leadeth to destruc- 
tion. We see professing Christians ll 
around us, and a great number of minis- 
ters, who boast of how easy it is to be- 
come and remain a member of a certain 
church—“No straight jacket,” they say. 
Yes, the easy way is ever near us, and 
it is no easy thing for us to press against 
the tide of public opinion, especially so 
when the appeal is made by (apparently) 
a fellow Christian—especially so when 
it comes from men of such unusual abil- 
ity as yours.

IN the year 1929, I visited twelve different 
countries. We were told by the leader of our 
group that when we had our money exchanged 
into the money of that particular country which we were 
visiting that we should be sure and exchange only what we 
should use there because the money of that particular country 
would be worthless in the next 
one. This we found to be invar- 
iably true. French money was 
no good in Greece. Greek money 
was no good in Turkey. Turkish 
money could not be spent in Sy- 
ria. None of these could be spent 
in Palestine nor in Egypt. There 
was one money that could be 
spent in any country where we 
stopped, and that was the Ameri- 
can dollar. Someone made the 
statement that other moneys were 
no good only in the particular 
country issuing each, but that the 
American eagle flew high in ev- 
erybody’s country. But there is a 
country where even American 
money is no good. This is why 
Jesus said we should not lay up our treasures on earth where 
moth and rust corrupt and where thieves break through and 
steal, but should lay them up in heaven; but in so saying He 
did not mean money. No kind of riches is worth anything to 
us after we have passed this vale of tears, except that which 
has been provided by our richness toward God in continued 
service to Him. 


A parable is given in St. Luke 12:16-21 of a man who was 
a hoarder. His barns were built bigger and what was produced 
on his farm was stored there, rather than used. He thought 
within himself that he had ample provision made for the future, 
but God said, ‘““Thou fool.” And then comes that saying in the 
twenty-first verse, “So is he that layeth up treasure for him- 
self, and is not rich toward God.” Money is a wonderful bless- 
ing where it can be spent, or where it can be used, and if it is 
used correctly it can be used in this old world to a great ad- 
vantage.

Nipponese and EVER since there have been people, there 
Tutonic has been religion. The spade of the arche- 
ologist has revealed in every country where 
it has been wielded the religions of bygone civilizations. To us 
in America, the only true religion is Christianity, but there are 
other religions which are foreign to the religion of Christ. The 
Japanese (Nipponese) worship their ancestors and their em- 
peror, which is just another fashion of worshiping them- 
selves. As a result of this particular form of worship they are 
essentially unmoral. H. G. Andrews has written of them, “They 
have the ethics of a hungry baby, which would, in appeasing 
its appetite, devour its own mother and coo while doing so.” 
The Tutonic religion or religion of Germany, as it is now 
being advocated, is also a religion of self-worship. The German 
state and the German people and German blood are held as 
the highest, and the Germans are taught to worship Germany. 
Selfishness in religion breeds intolerance and neither of these 
has relationship to the spirit of Christ. The spirit of Christ was 
a spirit of self-sacrifice. He said to His Father, “I come to do 
thy will,” and His teaching in its entirety was based upon 
humble, loving service. Selfishness and intolerance lead to to- 
talitarianism. The leader who thinks himself to be the only 
one capable of leadership becomes a dictator and the state over 
which he presides becomes a totalitarian government. The be- 
lief which would exclude all others and make one’s own belief 
the only one and that no one 
else can get to heaven except 
those who subscribe to that faith 
in its entirety, makes one totali- 
tarian in, religion. Totalitarians 
have no conviction, that is, none 
except those that are in the brain 
of the leader. That’s why they 
have no trouble in getting to- 
gether. Christians have convic- 
tions. They may differ in method 
but if they are genuinely Chris- 
tian in spirit, they believe in the 
essentials of salvation and have a 
love one for another because the 
love of God promotes a common 
brotherhood, and that brother- 
hood is not only advocated but 
sustained by the teachings of 
Christ. 

Let us be neither Nipponese nor Tutonic but in reality 

Christian, with brotherly love and brotherly kindness hanging 
in clusters upon our tree of Christian experience. 
MANY are the slogans which have been 
developed since the world has plunged into 
a deadly struggle of war. “Remember 
Pearl Harbor,” “Keep ’em rolling,” “Keep ’em flying,” etc., 
are some that have been co:ned. But Brigadier General W. R. 
Arnold, army chief of chaplains, has coined a better one. “Keep 
them praying” is the new watchword of army chaplains. 
“Keep them praying, and we shall win the war and a just 
peace,” he says. And again, considering the deep religious sig- 
nificance of this war, and remembering the request of the 
President for prayer, I say to our ¢haplains, with the men, 
“Keep them praying.”

Revenge seized 
David once and he was about ,to annihi- 
late Nabal, and all the little Nabals, but 
Abigal (father of joy) stopped him. 
Then David praised God for hindering 
his revenge. 

Oh, I’m telling you, when you can 
overcome revenge you’ve overcome a 
giant worse than Goliath. Read 1 Samuel 
25. 

“The narrow soul knows not the god- 
like glory of forgiving.” (Rowe) 

A mother shamed her little girl for 
an ugly quarrel with another girl, and 
finally persuaded her to ask God to for- 
give her, so she said, “Lord, forgive me 
for quarrelling with her, and make her 
come to me and ask my forgiveness. 


O Lord, give her no rest day or night” 


till she is sorry and comes and tells me 


so. 
Have you ever heard a preacher say, “I 
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Question: Rev. 20:6 speaks of a first 
resurrection. Will any people be saved 
after this? Verse 12 speaks of being 
judged. Are the righteous and wicked 
judged at the same time? Verse 13 speaks 
of the sea and death giving up the dead. 
Are these all wicked?—Mrs. V. C. N. 

Answer: The resurrection itself was 
believed in by the patriarchs and revealed 
through the prophets. See Gen. 22:5; 
Isa. 26:19; Dan. 12:2, 13. And there 
were miracles of the dead being restored 
to life in the Old Testament. 2 Kings 4: 
32-35. Jesus Christ restored life to the 
dead in Matt. 9:25; Luke 7:12-15, and 
predicted His own resurrection. The res- 
urrection of bodies followed the resur- 
rection of Christ. Just how many we do 
not know, but possibly a great number. 
Matt. 27:52, 53. But there are two res- 
urrections which are yet in the future, 
and are inclusive of all that are in the 
grave. These are distinguished as the 
first and second resurrections or to dif- 
ferentiate, the resurrection ‘“‘of life,” I 
Cor. 15:22, 23, and the resurrection “of 
judgment,” John 5:28, 29. The resurrec- 
tion of the just is mentioned in Luke 14: 
13, 14, and the resurrection of life, dis- 
tinguished from the resurrection unto 
damnation in John 5:29. There is no 
place that we learn the interval between 
these two resurrections until we find it 
in Rev. 20. But there it is styled as one 
thousand years. In 1 Cor. 15:52, those 
who are to go in the rapture are raised 
from the dead. In the twentieth chapter 
of the Revelation, verse 4, the tribula- 
tion saints are raised from the dead, 
both of these being the first resurrection, 
or the resurrection of the righteous. The 
wicked do not live until the end of the 
thousand years when, according to verses 
12 and 13, they are brought before the 
great white throne for judgment. This is 
the final judgment of God upon earth’s 
inhabitants, after which time the king- 
dom of Christ is turned over to the 
Father and becomes the eternal kingdom 
of God. 

Question: In the Evangel, March 7 
issue, in explaining “Where are the dead?” 
you use the term “triune being.” Is not 
God alone a being? Are we not creatures?

Answer: Of course, God is a being, the 
uncreated being, and we are creatures, 
but we are created beings, else we would 
not be. The scriptures given all refer 
to the death of the body. This was and is 
commonly accepted. In Ezek. 18:4, “The 
soul that sinneth it shall surely die,” the 
word “soul” is given to mean the per- 
son. In several places in the Bible this 
term is used. For instance, fourteen souls, 
sixteen souls, thirty souls, etc. The per- 
son then that sinneth shall die. God told 
Adam and Eve that the day they ate of 
the fruit they should die. Death has been 
a penalty for sin. Spiritual death, literal 
death, and eternal death are all brought 
about by the transgression of God’s law. 
But the soul of man does not go into the 
grave when he dies. This is plainly shown 
in the scripture given in Ecclesiastes. The 
spirit of a man goeth upward, and that 
of the beast goeth downward. This is a 
plain line of demarkation and should be 
easily understood.

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A LETTER FROM GUATEMALA 


Totonicapan, Guatemala, 
Central America, May 4, 1942 
Rev. J. H. Walker 
Foreign Mission Dept. 
Cleveland, Tennessee, U. S. A. 
Dear Brother Walker: 


We are more than glad to have Brother 
and Sister Hoggatt here with us in the 
work, also little John Henry. There is no 
doubt with us that they were led of the 
Lord in choosing Guatemala for their 
home site. In the short time they have 
been here, one can see the results of 
their earnest efforts. 


We visited them recently. They were 
having prayer services every morning. 
One could fecl the presence and power 
of God in their midst. One brother re- 
ceived the baptism in the blessed Holy 
Ghost. In the services at the mission, for- 
merly called “Las Nacionales” but now 
out and out “Church of God,” the at- 
mosphere was changed from dryness to 
the sound of abundance of rain. We have 
prayed so long for this that it filled 
us with joy and gladness and gratitude 
to God. 


Our prayer to God since we came here 
about twenty-four years ago has con- 
stantly been that God would pour out 
His Spirit in all of Guatemala. We see in 
these days the answer to our prayers. The 
precious truths of the Church of God 
(we love them) are spreading far and 
near. 


Don Jose Maria Enriquez, who has la- 
bored long and faithfully from the be- 
ginning of our work here and who still 
has the burden of those who have never 
had the full gospel message, made a trip 
to Naguala, a town of Indians up in the 
mountains, between here and Panajachel. 
They never have had a service in their 
town, and until recently would not al- 
low a white man to sleep _ overnight 
there. Our Indians, who sell, have been 
sowing the gospel seeds, here a little and 
there a little, as they entered and left 
the town. God is giving results. Eight 
days ago Sunday a number of our be- 
lievers were invited to go and have a 
service with them. They came home with 





shining faces, telling us that the bless- 
ing God poured out upon that service 
was marvelous. They invited them to 
come again, so Don Jose and others glad- 
ly went to give them the glorious mes- 
sage of salvation. 


Dona Aurora, the wife of Don Jose, 
whispered to me just before we went to 
prayer to pray for Don Jose that he was 
real sick all day on Saturday before the 
trip on Sunday. I had charge of the 
“Children’s Church” on Sunday morn- 
ing, also Sunday school in the afternoon 
here at Totonicapan. Truman had charge 
at night, but when it came time to 
preach, he said to me, “If you have a 
message from the Lord, take your liberty 
now,” so I gave a very short one, he fol- 
lowed me and gave a Spirit-filled mes- 
sage. We have not heard from Don Jose 
yet, but the very fact that they were 
invited to return for the second service 
means to us a glorious victory for Christ 
our Lord in Naguala. 


An Indian and his wife from San Pe- 
dro Laguna, a town near Naguala, as- 
sisted in our service last night. They both 
testified that they had been saved and 
were happy to be with us. They asked us 
to pray for their tribe of Indians. We 
thought as we listened to them of the 
words of Jesus, “Other sheep I have 
which are not of this fold.” Of course, 
we will pray for them for we still love 
these bronze-skin Indians. 


God blessed Brother Hoggatt in mes- 
sages and song at the conference at 
Churcaca. 


We are looking forward with joy to 
the day when our chapel will be finished 
and we can dedicate it to the Lord. We 
think it will be about the last of June. 
We are praying and trusting for great 
things from God at that time. One Sat- 
urday I missed Truman in the home; I 
went to the front door, looked across the 
street. There was Truman and Don Jose 
perched on a log. At the top of the 
chapel Truman was printing there; so 
I watched with interest. This was the 
result of his work: ‘“‘La Eglesia de Dios.” 
Then the sculptor worked on the let- 
ters, now in raised letters, which are 





beautiful to us—we have the “Church of 
God.” We are looking forward to having 
Brother and Sister Syverson, Minnie and 
David with us, also Brother and Sister 
Hoggatt and John Henry. 


We desire very much to have Brother 
Walker and the Mission Board, with 
Brother Ingram, if it is possible. Come 
and rejoice with us for this is your 
church. 


Brother Ingram wrote that we could 
go home for a six-months’ furlough, al- 
so have the great privilege of being pres- 
ent at the Assembly. I am sure we will 
appreciate a change, especially Truman, 
as he has not been so well lately. If we 
go to the States, we would like to leave 
here right after the chapel is dedicated; 
then we could enjoy the warmth of the 
summer months. It has been exceedingly 
cold and damp here this term. 


We are more than grateful to God and 
our Mission Board and all who are help- 
ing in the work here. We are the least of 
God’s little ones but we praise Him for 
a corner where we can labor for souls and 
be backed by the Church of God. 

We pray for all, trusting that God 
will prosper you in all your labor of 
love for Him.—Yours in His glad serv- 
ice, Carrie E. Furman.

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Another Warrior Fallen on the Battlefield, 
Called to His Reward 


By one who loved him, his General 
Overseer " 


Our Brother A. C. Craft, superintend- 
ent of the Toccoa Orphanage, slipped 
away to be with the Lord Tuesday, May 
12. 

Brother Craft himself being an orphan, 
together with his wife, founded the Toc- 
coa Orphanage in 1911, in a four-room 
cottage, with $4.00 as capital. In spite 
of the many difficulties and discour- 
agements, Brother and Sister Craft, 
through the thirty years of continuous 
service, cared for approximately 1,500 
unfortunate boys and girls and guided 
them to homes of love and care. It was 
my happy privilege to have several heart 
to heart talks with Brother Craft and I 
know personally that the orphanage 
work lay near his heart. From the clip- 
pings of the newspaper I quote the fol- 
lowing: “‘A great man passes. Occasional- 
ly there is, in a community, a rare soul 
who rises above convictions, the unusual 
and the commonplace, and carries on in 
a sphere of his own, both for himself 
and others. Such a soul was the late Rev. 
A. C. Craft.” Another stated, “Rev. A. 
C. Craft, one of Toccoa’s most  well- 
known and best loved citizens.” 


I certainly learned to love Brother 
Craft and his faithful companion, who, 
even in this hour wrote, “I knew God 
could give His children peace at a time 
like this, but I could never have thought 
it was such a heavenly peace as we have.” 

It is said that his funeral, conducted 
at the First Methodist church, with all 
the pastors of the city participating, was 
the sweetest and the largest ever held in 
Toccoa. There were approximately fifty 
orphans, formerly cared for by the in- 
stitution, present to pay honor to their 
benefactor. 


Rev. W. H. Godwin, his pastor, wrote 
in the Toccoa Record, ‘Toccoa has lost 
one of her greatest citizens, but our loss 
is heaven’s gain. To know Rev. A. C. 
Craft was to love him. We have always 
found him to be the same. He was kind, 
sympathetic, and loving, and was al- 
ways ready to lend a helping hand to 
those who were in need. We don’t think 
of him as being dead, because he liveth.” 

From the March, 1942, issue of the 
Toccoa Orphanage Visitor, 1 quote an 
excerpt which tells of the trip of Rev. 
and Mrs. Craft to New York to speak on 
the national hookup of the history of 
their orphanage: 





** "We, the People,’ the popular Colum- 
bia network program heard Tuesdays 
from 9 to 9:30 p. m., Tuesday evening, 
signally honored Rev. and Mrs. A. C. 
Craft, of Toccoa, Ga., who are retiring 
after operating the Toccoa Orphanage 
for the past thirty years. 

“Rev. and Mrs. Craft were invited to 
New York to appear on the national 
hookup which gives recognition to peo- 
ple who have done outstanding public ser- 
vice, and the Rev. and Mrs. Craft were 
among those honored Tuesday night. All 
expenses of the trip were paid by the 
program sponsors for the local couple. 


Give High Lights of Career 

“A short dialogue introduced Rev. 
and Mrs. Craft, who then gave the high 
lights of their career, telling of the first 
child, a little girl, to come to the Or- 
phanage, and of the first little boy. Mrs. 
Craft also told of the first little girl who 
requested to call her ‘Mother,’ because 
‘she did not have a real mother.’ ” 

Over the radio they gave an account 
of how the Orphanage grew, of how 
they added more rooms to their own lit- 
tle four-room house as the number of 
children increased, and how for these 
thirty years they had given their life’s 
attention to this work. 

In 1939 Mr. R. G. LeTourneau, a mil- 
lionaire philanthropist, one of whose 
large construction plants is located near 
Toccoa, donated $2,000 to the orphan- 
age, which meant much to them, enab- 
ling them to pay off some debts on the 
property, some on grocery bills, and to 
buy a carload of coal. “That contribu- 
tion lifted our burdens so much,” wrote 
Mrs. Craft. 

Below is a quotation from Mrs. Craft’s 
letter to the Toccoa Orphanage Visitor 
in March: 

“We regret that we cannot publish 
all the sweet letters we have received, 
but the paper is so small it is impossible, 
but we have appreciated all the letters, 
telegrams, telephone messages and the 
trip to New York by ‘WE THE PEO- 
PLE,’ and all the receptions and honors 
that have been given us we have enjoyed. 
Your kindness has humbled . my heart 
and made me want to be a better Chris- 
tian. 

’ “This is our last Orphanage Visitor 
and to all you dear friends we say, God 
bless you, and good-bye.” 


I was greatly impressed with an ar- 
ticle by Dale Carnegie, concerning 
Brother and Sister Craft, which appeared 
in the Toccoa Orphanage Visitor in 
March of this year. I am giving below 
the article in its entirety: 

“In the latter part of the last century 
a small boy in Georgia lost his mother, 
and although he was only eleven years 
old at the time he had to go to work 
in the field. 


“As he walked along the cotton rows, 
he would think about her, dreaming of 
the happy days that were gone. One day 
an almost blinding revelation hit him: 
to do something for children who had 
lost their parents. You couldn’t be sure 
that anything would come of that, could 
you? a boy of eleven getting the idea 
that he wanted to help other children 
who had suffered a loss similar to his. 
The boy’s name was Craft. 

“Well, what that idea did in this 
case is phenomenal. I have never heard 
of anything to equal it. The idea re- 
mained with him as he grew older; never 
left him, day or night. 

“Finally he fell in love and told the 
girl about the idea that had come to him 
in the cotton field. She said she would 
help him all she could. In 1901 they 
were married and in 1902 their first child 
was born. But A. C. Craft was driven on 
by his call to help orphan children. 
They heard of a child in the poorhouse in 
Anderson, §. C. They took that child to 
live with them. 

“Later they took another child, and 
then they had six children in their home, 
four of their own and two orphans. Mr. 
Craft was a traveling minister, and his 
wife, in order to supply the needs of 
those children, had to work in the field. 
They were so poor that they did not own 
a horse, but had to rent one. 

“So powerful was the driving force 
behind Mr. Craft that he took other poor 
children to raise, and more and more 
children. Their house was not large 
enough so they established an orphan- 
age. The neighbors contributed some 
food and clothing, but Mr. and Mrs. 
Craft did not have the support of any 
church, organization, or institution. 
Now comes the startling part of my 
story. From 1911 to date they have cared 
for 1,400 children. Many of the chil-

Rev. George Brazell, state Y. P. E. and 
Sunday school superintendent of Tennes- 
see, reports that at his district conven- 
tion last week end, they lacked only 
$3.00 and some few cents having four- 
teen times as much orphanage offering 
as they raised last year. At another con- 
vention previous to this one the orphan- 
age offering was more than the entire 
state raised in conventions last year. 

“Our district conventions are going 
good. Catlettsburg closed May 17. The 
mission offering was $182.43, an increase 
over last year of $63.53. In ten district 
conventions the total mission offering 
was $2,836.76, an increase over last year 
of $1,820.09.

CANCER HEALED 


ROANOKE RAPIDS, N. C. — The 
following report is of an incident which 
occurred on Jan. 17, 1940. I was called 
by a neighbor to go to a place in Virginia 
to pray for her uncle who was slowly 
dying with a cancer on the left side of 
his face. It had been there four or five 
years and had eaten the flesh away from 
beneath his eye and almost to the ear and 
to the side of h’s nose down on his neck, 
and had eaten his jaw bone in two. He 
took it out later and has it in alcohol 
for anyone to see, a piece about three 
inches long and one and a half inches 
wide. 

As we entered the room that morning 
we were informed by his wife that he 
had not eaten a bite of food in a week 
and had only taken a few swallows of 
milk in his mouth, most of that coming 
back through the bandage on his face. 
The doctor had been called the night be- 
fore and had told his wife that he would 
hardly live through the night. 

He was so weak and near gone that 
we had to lean our ear over him to hear 
his faint whisper as we talked to him of 
the power of God and His great promises 
to His children. We asked him if the 
Lord would heal him would he go forth 
and tell that the Lord did do the work. 
He said he would. As we were in the 
room the odor from that decaying flesh 
was such that we could hardly bear to 
stay long enough to pray for him, but we 
did as James 5:14, 15 says do, and the 
Lord rebuked death and he said his mis- 
ery instantly left him. He slept that day 
and night and when morning came he 





had no soreness whatever. He has never 
suffered another pain. In a week’s time 
he had his daughter write us that he 
ate ham and eggs for breakfast. In April 
he built a boat and fished on Roanoke 
River; he cleared off new ground and 
planted and raised a crop of corn. When 
we last saw him it was the second Sunday 
in August, 1941. His face was covered 
with new flesh except for a very small 
hole in the center of his jaw. He has been 
seen by hundreds of people. As many as 
fifty from Roanoke Rapids have seen 
him. They have heard his and his wife’s 
testimony of his awful condition and 
his miraculous healing. 

When we read the book of Job we 
know he was righteous, yet hé suffered 
afflictions for the glory of God, and 
Psalms 34:19 says, “Many are the afflic- 
tions of the righteous, but the Lord de- 
livereth him out of them all.” Praise His 
name! I’ve read a few requests in the 
Evangel for prayer of saints who have 
cancers. I want to say to you, be en- 
couraged and stand on the promises of 
God. Read St. John 15:7 where He says, 
“If ye abide in me and my word abide 
in you, ye shall ask what ye will and it 
shall be done unto you.” Praise God. 
Heb. 13:8, “Jesus Christ the same yester- 
day, and today, and for ever.” Read 
Psalm 103.—Della R. Patrick, Box 585. 

NOTE: Every statement in the above 
testimony is true as I am an eyewitness 
to same. The last time I saw the old man 
he was in good health. He also had a piece 
of his jawbone, about three and a half 
inches long, in a jar of alcohol. It was 
indeed a notable miracle, but thank God, 
all things are possible to them that be- 
lieve-—J. R. Campbell, Concord, N. C.

we may appear and as indifferent as we 
may seem to be toward the opinions of 
other fellow Christians, let me assure 
you again that we crave concord and 
agreement with all Christians; but we 
have little hopes of such a happy union 
unless leaders can have the courage to 
lay their opinions against the Bible with 
a firm purpose of heart to let its plain 
statements be the ground upon which 
they propose to stand, even though such 
an act might mean the sacrifice of pop- 
ularity and position. Then, and not until 
then, will you be able to understand that 
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our peculiarities are not that of indif- 
ference to fellow Christians’ opinions, but 
rather a deep purpose and burning de- 
sire of heart to render faithful service 
to our neighbor by adhering to God’s 
Holy Word. 


The hope of the Church of God is 
that its ministers and members will be 
ready when Jesus comes, and the reason 
that we entertain such hope is that it has 
its ground in firm, unadulterated faith. 
When we speak of unadulterated faith, 
we mean a faith that takes hold of the 
heart and life of a man and works a 
change within him, not the kind of faith 
that the devil has, which causes him to 
believe and tremble, but the kind of 
faith which brings peace with God and 
draws our souls to the fountain of 
cleansing, the kind of faith that travels
